Orlando Magic center Dwight Howard will undergo back surgery 
on Friday morning in Los Angeles to repair a herniated disk, effec¬ 
tively ending his season and eliminating him from participation in the 
2012 Summer Olympics in London, Howard's agent said on Thursday 
night. 

"It hurts (emotionally)," Howard told ESPN the Magazine's Chris 
Broussard. "That's the first thing -- it hurts. And then with people say¬ 
ing and thinking I'm quitting on my team. This is a real 
issue. I tried to play through it and it just made my 
back worse." 

Howard has been complaining of back 
problems since early March, but it wasn't 
until Los Angeles-based spine surgeon 
Dr. Robert Watkins examined him last 
week that the herniated disk was dis¬ 
covered. Howard received an epidural 
to alleviate the pain at that time, and 
the plan was that he'd rest and reha¬ 
bilitate his back for 10-14 days before 
deciding if he could return to play or if 
further treatment might be necessary. 

But his back has worsened and both 
Watkins and the Magic's medical 
staff determined surgery is neces¬ 
sary. 

Howard told Broussard 
he is not worried about 




w *. 




any long-term ramifications from the surgery. 

"The doctor said it's a one-inch incision," Howard told Broussard. 
"He said I can start rehab right away and be back to full contact in four 
months. So I'm not really concerned. If anything, I'll come back stron¬ 
ger." Dan Fegan, Howard's agent, said he hopes this development 
debunks any thoughts that Howard's back problem was not serious 
and that he was utilizing it as an excuse not to play. 

Howard vehemently disputed a report that he called Magic 
owner Rich DeVos and said he would not play for coach 
Stan Van Gundy again. A report by WKMG in Or¬ 
lando said Howard called DeVos during last Fri¬ 
day's loss to the Atlanta Hawks. "I was getting 
an epidural during the game," he said. "I had 
no idea what was going on with the game un¬ 
til the third quarter. That's when I woke up. I 
couldn't have talked to him, because I was 
out of it." Howard also confirmed that a ma¬ 
jor reason he opted into the final year of his 
contract is because the Magic said they'd 
trade him if he didn't, and he wasn't prepared 
to give up on winning a title with the Magic this 
year. In fact, he still believes the Magic are ca¬ 
pable of a title run without him. 

"If the guys come together, we still have a 
chance," he said. "I know what we have in that 
locker room. I've seen it in spurts this season. I've 
told them, 'We don't have to be the biggest or the 
strongest, we just have to believe.'" 

Howard said he has been told following the surgery 
he can begin full contact in three to four months and that 
he should not have any lingering issues. "That's why I'm doing the 
surgery now, so I won't have any problems with my back again," 
Howard said. The back issues have forced Howard to miss eight 
games this season, one more than he missed in his first seven 
seasons combined. His total of 621 games and 22,471 min¬ 
utes is the most by a center in his first eight seasons in the 
modern-NBAera. 
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LeBron James, Heat notch key win against Bulls 
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NEW YORK - With three 
quick long balls, Curtis Grand- 
erson had Mr. October hooked. 

Granderson hit three home 
runs in the first four innings and 
matched a career high with five 
hits, leading the New York Yan¬ 
kees to a 7-6 victory over the- 
Minnesota Twins on Thursday 
night. 

Granderson homered in each 
of his first three at-bats, driving 
in four runs, and helped Phil 
Hughes overcome a four-run 
first inning to secure his first vic¬ 
tory of the season. 

"I enjoyed it," said Yankees 
special adviser Reggie Jack- 
son, who had three home runs 
in a World Series game. "I think 
the nicest part was that he had 
two more chances to hit four. I 
was making sure I was watching 
the TV." 

Granderson hardly considered 
he would have a chance to tie 
the major league record of four 
homers in a game when he was 
putting in extra cage work with 
hitting coach Kevin Long to try 
and find a decent rhythm at the 
plate. 

But there he was, with many in 
the crowd standing and cheering 
in the sixth, when he lined a sin¬ 
gle to right field. In the eighth, he 
beat out a dribbler down the first- 
base line with fans urging him to 
beat the play with screams. He 
was then caught stealing. 

"A lot of work went into today 
before we actually stepped onto 
the field. Had some big issues 
with timing," said Granderson, 
who came in hitting .208 with 
three homers. 

Mark Teixeira hit his first home 
run of the year and the Yankees 
earned a split of the four-game 
series. The Twins have not won 
a series in New York since 2001, 
a year before Ron Gardenhire 
took over as manager. 



Granderson homered to right- 
center in the first inning and hit 
a soaring, two-run shot into the 
second deck in right field in the 
second, both off Anthony Swar- 
zak(0-3). 

In the fourth, Granderson hit a 
line drive to the short right-field 
porch againstJeff Gray and came 
out of the dugout for a curtain 
call. Granderson is first player to 
hit three homers in a big league 
game this year. He's also the first 
player to hit three at new Yankee 
Stadium. 

"What he did today is a special 
day," manager Joe Girardi said. 
"He should cherish it." 

Granderson became the 12th 
major leaguer to hit three home 
runs in the first four innings of a 
game, according to STATS LLC 
and the SABR Home Run Log. 
Alfonso Soriano was the last to 
do it for the Chicago Cubs on 
June 8, 2007, against Atlanta. 

The three-homer game was 
the first for a Yankees player 
since Alex Rodriguezhit three at 
Kansas City on Aug. 14, 2010. 
Granderson has 12 career mul¬ 
tihomer games. This was his first 
with more than two home runs. 

"The kid can hit," Gardenhire 


said. "You get it down there in 
that zone for him, he can turn on 
a baseball. That's a nice porch 
out there for left-handed hitters 
and he took full advantage of it." 

The Yankees have had 28 
three-homer games -- Jackson 
hit three in Game 6 of the 1977 
World Series -- but only one of 
four homers, by Lou Gehrig in 
1932. 

Mariano Rivera, the fifth Yan¬ 
kees pitcher, worked a perfect 
ninth for his third save of the 
season and record 606th of his 
career. 

For the third time in this se¬ 
ries, the Yankees fell behind in 
the first.Ryan Doumit hit a two- 
run single to left that beat the 
shift. The Twins had loaded the 
bases on a single, a throwing er¬ 
ror by second baseman Eduardo 
Nunez and a walk. 

Danny Valencia then hit a long 
double to left-center on an 0-2 
pitch to make it 4-0. 

Teixeira also homered in the 
first, a two-run shot to almost the 
same spot near the Yankees bull¬ 
pen in right-center that Grander- 
son's drive landed. A notoriously 
slow starter, Teixeira homered in 


his 46th at-bat this season. 

Derek Jeter had an RBI sin¬ 
gle in the second for his 3,110th 
hit, tying him with childhood idol 
Dave Winfield for 18th on the ca¬ 
reer list. 

Fighting to keep his spot in the 
rotation with Andy Pettitte and 
Michael Pinedagetting closer 
to being ready to join the team, 
Hughes (1-2) gave up six runs 
and six hits -- two earned -- in 5 
1/3 innings. 

"It was far from a good outing, 
but there are some positives I 
can take out of it," Hughes said. 

Swarzak had pitched better 
than his record suggested, re¬ 
ceiving only one run of support 
in each of his first two starts, but 
he struggled from the start in this 
one. He gave up six runs and 
eight hits in 2 2/3 innings. 

Twins shortstop Jamey Car- 
roll made a diving stab of Jeter's 
grounder in the first and an over- 
the-shoulder, diving catch on 
Robinson Cano's pop to shallow 
left field in the second.

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Amare Stoudemire back with Knicks 


CLEVELAND --Amare Stoudemire 
will start for the New York Knicks 
Friday night against theCleveland 
Cavaliers after a nearly month-long 
absence due to a back injury. 

"Don't know how many minutes I'll 
play him, just kind of gauge it as we 
go along. It's good to have him back," 
interim coach Mike Woodson said af¬ 
ter Friday's shootaround. 

Stoudemire has missed 13 games 
due to a bulging lower disk in his 
back. 

The Knicks are 9-4 in Stoudemire's 
absence and clinched a playoff berth 
for the second straight season when 
the Milwaukee Bucks lost Thursday 
to the Indiana Pacers. 

"We just thought about when would 
be a good time to get a few games 
under my belt and we figured tonight 
would be a good start," Stoudemire 
said, adding that he doesn't feel any 
pain in his back. "We did a great job 
of just attacking the injury and mak¬ 
ing sure everything around the injury 
is secure." 

Carmelo Anthony, who had been 
starting at power forward in place of 
Stoudemire, will move back to small 
forward. Shooting guard Landry 


Fields, who has been struggling of 
late, will come off the bench while 
rookie guard Iman Shumpert remains 
in the starting lineup. 

The Knicks hope that Stoudemire 
can provide a consistent second 
scoring option that they've lacked at 
times in his absence. 

Stoudemire was shooting about 40 
percent from the field and averaging 
17 points for much of the season -- 
well below his career averages. Be¬ 
fore he went down with the back ail¬ 
ment, Stoudemire was averaging 18 
points on 57 percent shooting in the 
five games before his injury. 

In other developments, the Knicks 
are expected to add big man Dan 
Gadzuric to the roster. Gadzuric trav¬ 
eled with the team to Cleveland. With 
Jared Jeffries out, the Knicks need 
depth in the second unit. Jeffries is 
expected to rest until the start of the 
playoffs to try to heal his sore right 
knee, which has been bothering him 
for the past two months. 

Small forward Bill Walker, 34, will 
be waived to make room on the ros¬ 
ter for Gadzuric. Walker, a nine-year 
veteran, is expected to be eligible for 
the playoffs. 



Chris Perez fined $750 for tweet 


Indians closer Chris Perez has been 
fined $750 by Major League Baseball for a 
"reckless" message on his Twitter account 
after a benches-clearing incident in Kansas 
City. 

After pitchers for the Indians and Royals 
hit batters, touching off two benches-clear¬ 
ing incidents last Saturday, Perez posted a 
message on his account that said: "Huge 
team win tonight; time for a sweep to tell the 
Royals it's not 'Our Time', it's (hash)TribeT- 
ime. PS. You hit us, we hit you. Period." 

On Wednesday, Perez received a fine 
from MLB senior vice president Joe Gara- 
giola Jr., who told Perez he "demonstrated 
a reckless disregard for the safety of the 
players on both clubs." 

Perez told the team's website that he's 
"not going to change the way I tweet." 

Perez said he doesn't believe he broke 
any rules. Perez earned his fourth save 
Thursday for the Indians, who open a three- 
game series Friday in Oakland.

Major League Baseball and the 
players' association have informed 
teams and agents that they no lon¬ 
ger will approve personal-service 
deals and special "milestone" bo¬ 
nus clauses similar to those con¬ 
tained in Albert Pujols' contract 
with the Los Angeles Angels, offi¬ 
cials of both agencies told ESPN, 
com. 

MLB and the union agreed to the 
changes this month in the wake of 


Pujols' 10-year, $240 million con¬ 
tract and Ryan Zimmerman's six- 
year, $100 million extension with 
theWashington Nationals, which 
also contains a personal-services 
option following his playing career. 

The contracts of Pujols and Zim¬ 
merman, as well as the milestone- 
bonus "marketing" package inAlex 
Rodriguez's 2007 contract with the 
Yankees, won't be affected by the 
new rules, said Dan Halem, MLB's 
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senior vice president of labor rela¬ 
tions. But no future contracts con¬ 
taining similar provisions will be al¬ 
lowed, Halem said. 

Michael Weiner, executive di¬ 
rector of the players' union, also 
confirmed the new rules. "Both 
clauses raise questions under the 
Basic Agreement, and both parties 
felt they should not be a subject 
of individual negotiations," Weiner 
said. Rob Manfred, MLB's execu¬ 
tive vice president for economics 
and league affairs, told ESPN.com 
that the two sides began talking 
about implementing the new rules 
this past winter because of grow¬ 
ing concerns that arose from the 
language in Pujols' and Zimmer¬ 
man's contracts. 

The "milestone" bonus in Pujols' 
deal could pay him up to $10 mil¬ 
lion in "marketing" payouts -- $3 
million for his 3,000th hit, another 
$7 million if he breaks Barry Bonds' 
all-time home- run record. 


The league and the union have 
agreed that bonuses such as those 
violate a provision in baseball's ba¬ 
sic agreement that prohibits con¬ 
tract incentives based on virtually 
all statistical achievements. 

Pujols also has the option to ac¬ 
cept a 10-year, $10 million person¬ 
al-services contract with the Angels 
once he retires as an active player, 
and Zimmerman's new extension 
contains the option for a five-year, 
$10 million personal-services deal. 

However, the two sides have 
concluded that the Basic Agree¬ 
ment doesn't permit players to 
agree to contracts that cover ob¬ 
ligations beyond their playing ca¬ 
reers. 

One source told ESPN.com that 
baseball is trying to close loopholes 
that teams might be able to use 
to avoid paying a luxury tax, and 
both of these provisions fall under 
that heading because neither mile¬ 
stone bonuses nor personal-ser¬ 
vices deals are considered to be 
guaranteed money. 
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NEW YORK - Baseball com¬ 
missioner Bud Selig insists the 
Oakland Athletics and Tampa Bay 
Rays must have new ballparks to 
be able to compete. 

Speaking on Thursday to the 
Associated Press Sports Edi¬ 
tors, Selig provided no timetable 
for deciding the Bay Area dispute 
between the A's, who would like 
to build a ballpark in San Jose, 
and the Giants, who won't give up 
their territorial rights there. 

"I'm always hopeful when there 
are debates amongst clubs, I 
try to lead teams in a direction 
of solving their problems them¬ 
selves," Selig said. "However, this 
group has an interesting comment 
whenever they get in trouble: 


t's why you're here, commis¬ 
sioner.' That's what they tell me. I 
don't know that that's a particular¬ 
ly good answer.... We've had a lot 
of meetings, spent an enormous 
amount of time. I've just met with 
both clubs again and we'll contin¬ 
ue along this process." 

Asked whether there could be 
a solution that wouldn't anger 
one of the Bay Area teams, Selig 
responded: "Time will tell. I'm al¬ 
ways hopeful. I'm an optimist, and 
I really believe that every problem 
has a solution to it. The question 
is just finding the right one, and so 
far I've been lucky on that score. 
And so I hope my string of luck 
will continue." 

Oakland owner Lew Wolff re¬ 


sponded in an email to The As¬ 
sociated Press: "Bud is doing his 
best to be fair to us and the Gi¬ 
ants." 

Selig was clear, however, that 
he wants the A's to move from the 
Coliseum, their home since 1968 
and the last stadium shared by 
baseball and the NFL. 

"The one given everybody be¬ 
lieves is that Oakland needs a 
new stadium," Selig said. "The 
last time I was there, I probably 
shouldn't say this, but I'll say it 
anyway, it reminded me of County 
Stadium and Shea Stadium, and 
that's not a compliment, in either 
case. ... You can't ask people to 
compete if they have a stadium 


that doesn't produce any kind of 
revenue to give them a chance to 
compete. So that's a given." 

Twenty-three teams have 
opened ballparks since 1989, all 
but Boston (which celebrates the 
100th anniversary of Fenway Park 
on Friday), the Chicago Cubs, the 
Los Angeles Angels and Dodgers, 
Kansas City, Oakland and Tampa 
Bay. The ballparks of the Angels 
and Royals have undergone ma¬ 
jor renovations. 

The Rays started play in Tropi- 
cana Field in 1998, eight years af¬ 
ter it opened. Owner Stuart Stern¬ 
berg announced plans in 2007 for 
a new ballpark with a retractable 
fabric roof, then abandoned the 
project over the next two years.

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Report: Union against Derek Fisher 


The NBA Players' Asso¬ 
ciation executive commit¬ 
tee, at the urging of execu¬ 
tive director Billy Hunter, 
has voted to seek the res¬ 
ignation of union president 
Derek Fisher, according to 
a report by Yahoo! Sports. 

The report, citing sourc¬ 
es, said Fisher has not 
only refused to resign, but 
is in the process of gather¬ 


ing the support of players 
to challenge the business 
and financial practices of 
Hunter. 

This is not the first time 
Fisher and Hunter have 
clashed. The two were 
central figures 
in the NBA 
lock¬ 
out, and 
caused 


a rift between players who 
forced to take sides. 

Just this week, Fisher, 
according to Yahoo! Sports, 
convinced the eight-mem¬ 
ber executive committee 
to approve an indepen¬ 
dent auditor to examine 
Hunter's regime. Still, 
Hunter convinced 
that same commit¬ 
tee to vote against 



Fisher. 

Hunter, according to the 
report, had his legal team 
send a memo to players 
Tuesday night, informing 
them the audit had been 
canceled. 

"The executive commit¬ 
tee recognized the review 
was unnecessary since 
there had been a recent in¬ 


dependent audit of the NB- 
PA's finances which raised 
no issues," read the memo, 
acquired by Yahoo! Sports. 

Fisher, now with the 
Oklahoma City Thunder, 
has more than two years 
left on his appointment 
as NBPA president, while 
Hunter still has more than 
three years left on his con¬ 
tract. 
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
